House  "Insurgents"  Gain  Signal  Vic- 
tiiry-4liyte  With  Ociii- 


Washington,  April  8.  —  By  a  coali- 
tion b^ween  some  Repnblican  house 
"insurgents"  and  the  Democrats,  the 
ways  and  means  committee  was 
bowled  over  and  the  advocates  of  free 
crude  o|l  aud  its  products  won  a  sig- 
nal victmy,  when  an  amendment  by 
Mr.  Morris  of  Nebraska,  plaeing  the 
insignificant  duty  of  1  per  centum  ad 
valorem  on  these  articles,  was  adopt- 
ed  by  a  substantial  majority. 

A  decision  of  the  chairman  that 
amendments  could  not  be  offered  to 
the  oil  schedule  other  than  the  one 
covered  by  the  special  rule  of  last 
Monday,  and  whicli  provided  for  the 
removal  of  the  countervailing  duty  on 
crude  petroleum  and  applying  an  ad 
valorem  duty  of  25  per  cent,  was  over- 
turned, and  not  even  a  fervid  appeal 
by  the  speaker  in  an  endeavor  to 
rally  the  Republican  forces  was  suffi- 
cient to  stem  the  tide  avowedly 
against  the  Standard  Oil  company. 
By  a  practically  unanimous  vote  the 
comitervailing  duty  went  out  as  the 
committee  recommended. 

On  all  other  propositions  the  com- 
mittee was  sustained.  The  barley 
schedule  ran  the  ganatlet  without 
change,  tea  and  coffee  were  placed  on 
the  free  list  and  the  duty  on  barytes 
increased  from  75  cents  a  ton  to  |1.50 
a  ton.  A  colloquy,  at  first  humorous 
but  later  developtaig  Into  personali- 
ties, developed  between  Mr.  Stanley 
(Ky.)  and  Mr.  dark  (Fla.),  and  was 
terminated  only  upon  an  (Objection  by 
Mr.  Crumpaclwc  (Ind.),  that  it  was 
against  the  dignity  of  the  house.

Port  de  France.  April  8.— Cipriano 
Castro,  the  former  president  of  Ven- 
ezuela, has  taken  up  his  residence, 
temporarily  at  least,  at  this  place.

As  the  port  authorities  here  have 
received  no  communication  from  the 
French  government  witl  regard  to 
Sonor  Castro,  they  permitted  him  fo 
land  without  opposition,  considering 
him  simply  as  a  private  citizen.  He 
was  accompanied  by  his  secretary, 
his  wife  und  the  other  members  of 
the  party  continuing  en  their  journey 
to  Laguaira 

The  former  president  was  greatly 
wrought  up  over  the  action  of  the 
British  government,  and  when  seen 
soon  after  his  arrival  he  expressed 
himself  as  having  been  outraged  by 
the  treatment  accorded  him  by  the 
governments  concerned  In  his  inter- 
diction. He  showed  the  utmost  tndlc- 
nation  at  the  action  of  FreaMent  Go- 
mez, saying: 

"It  was  I  who  placed  him  in  bis 
high  position,  and  I  have  been  very 
badly  recompensed.  But  justice  is 
Imminent,  and  the  only  satisfaction 
that  I  desire  is  that  the  light  shall 
be  thrown  on  those  Infamies  whicb 
have  been  attiibvted  te  me."

Ck>lumbu8,  O.,  April  8.— It  was  an- 
nouDccd  that  Governor  Harmon  de- 
Blred  Chief  Examiner  of  Engineers 
Kennedy  to  temporarily  suspend  the 
order  requiring  the  immediate  re-ex- 
amination of  engineers  throughout

tutionai.

Dr.  George  Wllbert  of  Plaquemine 
declared  that  Miss  Rhorer.  who  be- 
came Mrs  Van  Ingen,  declared  to'him 
that  Van  Ingen  had  forcibly  taken  ad- 
vantage of  her  and  then  asserted,  1 
despise  him  (Van  Ingen)  and  would 
like  to  dance  on  his  coffln" 

The.  defense  also  introduced  evi- 
dence in  kn  effort  tcf  show  that  the 
marriage  ofVan  Ingen  to  Miss  Rhorer 
was  forced  by  relatives  of  the  bride, 
and  that  Bouvy  held  a  place  in  the 
affections  of  Miss  Rhorer. 

Boory  took  ths  stand  in  his  own  be- 
half, and  in  addition  to  statements 
brought  out  in  the  strikingly  novel 
phase  of  the  unwritten  law,  sought  to 
be  established  by  the  defense,  the 
statement  of  Bouvy  offered  a  felf-de- 
fense  theory.  He  declared  that  he 
saw  Van  Ingen  reaching  into  a  grip 
by  his  side,  and  that  he  thought  the 
bridegroom  intended  to  shoot  him.

MAIL  ORDER  HOUSES 
TO  BE  WARRED  UPON 


Aoti-Saloon  Leape  to  Help  Pre- 
lect Dry  Territory. 


Columbus,  O.,  April  8. — ^At  the  state 
headquarters  of  the  Antt-Saloon 
league  they  are  laying  in  ammniUtion 
for  another  statewide  war  on  whisky, 
with  the  mail  order  liquor  houses  of 
Columbus.  Cleveland,  Toledo  and  Cin- 
cinnati In  the  role  of  the  enemy. 

It  will  be  a  fight  to  a  finish  in  the 
courts  to  prevent  these  big  concerns 
from  flooding  the  dry  counties  with 
liquor,  circulars. 

Under  a  provision  of  the  Dean-Orist 
saloon  chari^cter  law,  which  goes  intc 
effect  April  15,  the  solicitation  (rf  or- 
ders  in  counties  that  hare  abolished 
the  saloon  is  outlawed. 

This  provision  is  one  of  the  two 
temperance  "riders"  taked  on  to  the 
original  Dean  bill  by  Representative 
Harry  Crist  of  Delaware,  at  the  in- 
stance of  the  Anti-Saloon  league. 

Wholesale  bouses  in  the  larger  cit- 
ies of  the  stato  have  been  sending 
these  letters  through  the  dry  counties 
by  the  thousand  since  the  elections 
under  the  Rose  law.  As  a  result  they, 
are  reaping  a  rich  harvest  of  mall 
orders. 

"We  expert  them  to  fight,  and  fight 
hard,  but  we  bell,  ve  we  will  whijt 
them  In  every  court  in  the  state,"  Mr. 
Wheeler  announced.
